To  the  last  the  moat  persistent  effoits  were 
mode  to  prolong  the  H To  of  the  assassin 
OctTMAC.  The  final  appeal  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  was  answered  adversely  by  the  unani- 
Tnous  decision  of  the  Cabinet,  to  which  the 
case  was  submitted.  Although  the  prison 
er  manifested,  at  each  failure  in- his  behalf, 
that  he  realised  that,  one  ‘by  one,  every 
j  thread  of  hope  was  being  cut.  yet  he  delib¬ 
erately  concluded  to  play  out  the  farce  of  a 
false  plea  of  "inspiration.''  No  one  will 
wonder  at  the  endeavors  of  his  relatives  to 
shield  him.  This  is  only  natural.  At  the 
same  time  it  most  be  judged  that  the 
course  they  pursued  but  adds  to  the  disgrace 
resting  upon  their  family. 

The  common  instincts  of  humanity  will 
prompt  a  feeling  of  pity  for  even  one  so 
debaaed  and  criminal  as  the  mnrdererof  Gar- 
.  FIELD.  But  his  execution  will  work  good. 
The  moral  atmosphere  of  our  country  needs 
to  be  purified  of  a  false  sentimentality  which 
yields  its  sympathy  to  the  basest  criminal 
and  Invests  him  with  the  idea  of  a  hero.  It 
needs  to  batoned  up  to  a  higher  sense  of 
jus' ice  which  antagonizes  the  dishonest 
claim  of  insanity  for  every  unnaturally  de¬ 
praved  act.  The  execution  of  Ouitkau  will 
contribute  to  these  results.  Our  people  would 
fain  forget  the  details  of  the  trial,  and  our 
history  will  point  its  finger  at  his  gallows 
in  warning  against  the  practices  which  led 
to  this  end.

THE  MEDICAL  PROFESSION. 

No  class  of  men  are  much  more  deserving 
•#  respect  than  our  physicians.  This  may. 
b*  said,  with  special  emphasis,  of  the  gentle¬ 
men  who  serve  in  this  capacity  In  oar  vil¬ 
lage.  And,  as  a  class  over  the  land,  they 
occupy  a  very  important  place.  The  stand 
ard  of  the  profession  is  continually  being 
advanced.  The  progress  of  scientific  re- 
■osreh  and  the  application  of  knowledge 
‘bus  acquired  in  medical  practice  is  making 
the  (realm- ut  of  disease  leas  and  less  a 
matter  of  experiment  The  successful  prsc- 
tuioner  at  to-day  is  one  who  keeps  "read 
up*  in  his  profession  and  relies  not  simply 
upon  the  knowledge  gained  in  a  few  years' 
study  in  medical  college  and  in  physician's 


office  years  ago. 

Disease?  which  formerly  baffled  the  skill 
of  pnysicians  now  yield,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  to  medical  treatment,  if  a  good  phvsi 
clan  is  promptly  called  at  the  outset  of  the 
complaint.  It  may  appear  that  a  needlessly 
large  number  of  students  are  being  graduat¬ 
ed  from  our  schools  of  medicine;  but  it 
sboald  be  borne  in  mind  tlmi  the  rapidly  in 
creasing  populutlo  l  makes  Its  dernsnd  for 
more  men  to  guard  the  health  and  lives  of 
the  people.  Withthiscall  is  also  s  need  of  as 
atstanuinthe  sick -room, in  the  fqrm  of  nurses 
trained  for  their  peculiar  duties.  This  want 
is  being  met,  in  part,  by  provisions  made 
for  practical  education  in  some  of  our  hos¬ 
pitals. 

Two  facts  are  worthy  of  special  note  In 
connection  with  the  doctors.  One  is,  that 
they  are  foremost  in  efforts  to  prevent  dis¬ 
ease  by  the  dissemination  of  knowledge 
'adapted  to  favor  health;  and  the  other  is,  a 
widening  courtesy  among  the  members  of 
vdieal  profession,  as  seen  in  the  action 
Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New 
Although  their  action  is  not  indors¬ 
ed  by  the  National  Society,  it  is  yet  the 
promise  of  better  relations  in  s  fraternity 
which,  in  its  different  schools,  can  be  help¬ 
ful  to  each  other  and  better  serve  the  public 
good. 

PRIZEFIGHTING. 

There  seems  to  be  an  epidemic  of  the 
brutal  practice  of  prize-fighting.  The  laws 
are  against  this,  but  the  laws  are  evaded  and 
men  go  on  bruising  each  other  in  the  "ring.” 
It  is  a  sad  comment  on  our  civilization.  In 
the  old  dsvs  of  Greece  and  Rome  the  bloody 
exhibitions  of  brute  force  and  skill  were 
common.  Christianity  came  in  to  do  away 
with  snch  things,  and  aims,  in  all  its  princi¬ 
ples  and  spirit,  at  the  very  roots  of  violence 
and  love  of  blood,  common  to  the  depraved 
heart  of  man.  In  a  larger  sense  if  opposes 
itself  to  prize-fighting  aiuoog  nations,  as  be¬ 
tween  individuals.  Only  when  righteous 
principle  is  at  issue  is  even  a  nation  justified 
in  resorting  to  war. 

\V  hat  more  can  be  dons,  and  how  is  it  to 
be  done,  in  the  application  of  senti¬ 

ment.  to  check  the  anew  uprising  tide  of 
brutality  T  Possibly  the  omission  of  regprts 
of  prize-fights  in  oar  prominent  newspapers 
would  be  one  means  of  correcting  the  evil. 
For  the  incentive  to  the  practice  is  not 
merely  money,  but  notoriety — the  "belt."

Far  be  it  from  us  to  discourage  true  wit, 
which  is  the  spice  of  life.  A  good  laugh  is 
better  than  medicine.  •“Laugh  and  grow 
fat,"  of,  '"Laagh,  if  it  makes  you  lean,”  are 
not  bad  maxims.  Yet  there  is  a  lime  for 
something  besides  laughing,  and  there  are 
occasions  when  laughter  is  unseemly.  The 
exhibition  of  this  propensity  at  the  trial  of 
the  one  who  has  just  expiated  his  crime  on 
the  gallows  is  a  case  in  point — an  instance 
which  made  the  sensible  people  of  the 
United  Stales  blush  for  shame  and  subject¬ 
ed  us  to  the  ridicule  of  the  civilised  world. 
Did  those  who  were  convulsed  with  merri¬ 
ment  at  that  time  shake  with  laughter  when 
the  criminal  was  suspended  on  the  gallows  T 
As  befitting  the  one  time  as  the  other. 

The  Record  is  disposed  to  gratify  a  just 
taste  for  the  humorous,  as  our  columns  will 
manifest,  as  it  desires  to  be  promotive  of  all 
that  is  good  in  society;  hut  it  aaises  the 
question  whether  the  would-be  funny  man 
does  not  err  in  judgement  in  thinking  that 
even-  place  and  occasion  are  suitable  for  his 
funny  stories.  If  the  practice  of  story-tell- 
inj  is  not  indicative  of  a  superficial  age,  it 
will  contribute  largely  to  produce  such  a 
condition  of  things.

Other  schools  should  be  Incited  by  the  example 
to  like  endeavors.

STRAINS  AMD  RECEIVIg©  GENEROUS  RECOG¬ 
NITION— A  CHARMING  EVENING  ON  THE  WATER 

— KNJOIINC  ALL  KIND*  OF  AMUSEMENTS. 

On  Wednesday  evening  last, through  the  kind¬ 
ness  of  Mr.  Walter  Morris,  tbe  Bloomfield 
Amateur  Cornet  Band  Enjoyed  their  second 
moonlight  excursion  up  the  Hudson  River. 
Tbe  members  of  tbe  Band  were  out  In  force 
aud,  upon  arrival  of  tbe  5:10  train  from  Bloom¬ 
field,  embarked  on  the  staunch  steam-tug 
Stephen  Decatur.  Beside  the  members  of  the 
Baud  tbe  following  invited  guests  were  noticed; 
Messrs.  Jarvis  Peloubet,  Nelson  Hayes,  W. 
Schouler,  Geo.  Rouband,  Jas.  Buck,  H.  Porter, 
F.  Evelond,  and  8.  Cuecnan.  Tbe  boat  was 
-beautifully  decorated  with  flags  and  pennants 
and  presented  a  handsome  appearance.  Tbe 
signal  was  given  by  Captain  Day  and  tbe  lines 
were  cast  off  and  the  party  glided  out  of  the 
slip  Into  the  Hudson.  Tbe  evening  was  most 
propitious,  all  on  board  were  in  tbe  happiest 
mood,  and  a  good  time  was  not  only  anticipat¬ 
ed  but  fully  enjoyed  by  gll  present.  At  Twenty- 
third  Street  Professor  Wiegand  and  Mr.  E. 
Davis  were  taken  on  Board  and  the  leader  of 
the  Band  (Mr;  Wicgand)wa6  beartfljt  welcomed 
by  bis  class.  Again  the  boat  started  and  short¬ 
ly  after  passed  the  United  States  steam-frigates 
Ten neittee  and  Yantic,  jFbich  were  anchored 
amidstrcaoL  The  Band  struck  up  a  selection 
from  the  opera  of  “Pattence,”  and,  as  they 
glided  by  the  steamers*  the  sailor*  on  board 
acknowledged  their  presence  by  waving  bats 
aud  handkerchiefs.

pany  with  i(s  and,  shortly  after,  supper  was 
announced.  Ample  provision  bad  been  fnade 
by  the  stewards  for  tills  niportant  occasion, 
but  the  charge  made  upon  the  good  things  pre¬ 
pared  fully  demonstrated  tbe  fact  that  the 
Band’s  devastating  propensities  were  eqlial  to 
their  faculties  for  rendering  sweet  music,  aud 
hot  coffee,  eandwfchre,  cake,  ice-cream  and 
lemonade  vanished  with  startling  rapidity.  Tbe 
cravings  of  the  Inner  man  satisfied,  all  on  board 
were  joyous.
